not like as cool a soil as peas or 
beets. 
Very often one big egg seems to 
use up the plant’s effort. The first 


one-third grown and taking the first 
one a little early will result in a 
better yield as if let alone the plant 
is likely to throw its strength into 
developing the one big egg. 
The first fruit taken, others will 
soon form and the plant will have 
two or three eggs at a time. 
Taking the first egg young, a 
gardener should have three good 
good shied eggs per plant. 
More 
than this can’t reasonably be ex­ 
pected. 


Many 
gardeners 
have 
trouble 
with egg plants and find they do 
not get enough “eggs” to pay for 
the room these plants occupy in 
the garden, particularly if it is of 
small dimensions. 
There is one 
cause right at the start of the egg 
plant’s career that may cause it to 
lay off laying, lf it suffers a check 
in growth and the young plants are 
allowed to wilt there will be a de­ 
ficit in eggs. 
The young plants*should be trans­ 
planted early, preferably into small 
pots or at least sufficiently far 


apart in boxes so that they can be 
transplanted with a good ball of 
earth and the least disturbance of 
the roots w’hen moved to permanent 
quarters. 
Another reason why they wron’t 
egg as they should is that too of­ 
ten they are planted too thickly in 
the hotbed or seed box and the 
plants crowd each other before they 
are transplanted. 
In this case the 
stem hardens and the egg crop is 
decimated. 
The egg plant does not need or 
like too wet a soil.

the nation, congress threw the gaunt­ 
let to the arrogant kaiser and, for the

Not only that, but every man who, 
at the call of his 
country, 
follow ed 
the 
flag 
and 
participated in that 
struggle, giving to it all he had of 
strength and ability, of valor and en­ 
durance, can not but feel chagrined 
and humiliated in knowing that one 
possessing so little of the spirit that 
actuated them — as the speech clearly 
demonstrates— represents and speaks 
for til is nation at the court of one of 
our great allies. 
This man says, speaking of Amer­

“ W e

So we came 
along toward the end and helped you 
and your allies to shorten the war.
